A few years ago there was a meat 
company that went out of business. 
I am speaking of Fried and Reineman. 
The unions were blamed for their 
going out of business. The history of 
the company showed that they got 
into difficulty when they brought 
in a couple of efficiency experts from 
Cincinnatti. They were there for 
eighteen months. It took them that 
long to wreck the plant. They should 
have talked to the officials of the 
unions who were willing to talk to 
them, but no, they brought in those 
efficiency experts - high-powered men 
getting big salaries. In eighteen 
months the company was out of busi¬ 
ness. 

I want to salute both Carl and 
Curtis Pieper, the officers of the 
union, and all of the men and women 
who are making this sacrifice to keep 
this plant in operation. 

Of course, everybody knows that dur¬ 
ing Lent business falls off. So they 
are now expecting to have the proper 
supply to take care of the needs of 
the people in the City of Pittsburgh 
by the time Easter rolls around. 

While on this subject I would like 
to read this little note I have here: 

A LONG LOOK AT UNIONISM 

America proved that it is practic¬ 
able to elevate the great mass of 
mankind - the laboring class - to 
raise them to self-respect; make them 
competent to act their part in the 
great right and duty of self-govern¬ 
ment. It was Agnes Meyer of the 
Washington Post who said: “If we 
look back over the history of labor 
unions, it is undeniable that they 
have done more to eliminate poverty 
in our country, raise the standard 
of living, defend the dignity of man, 
and to awaken the social conscience 
of our people, than any other single 
institution.” 
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I have been saying that for a long 
time. I am glad someone connected 
with a great newspaper, Agnes 
Meyer, has seen fit to say this too. 

I hope the action on the part of 
the unions and the management of 
Oswald & Hess works opt satisfac¬ 
torily, and that they will be in busi¬ 
ness a long time.

on these sub-committees. The two in¬ 
dividuals with whom I met are co- 
chairmen of one of the task forces. 

One of the men is a new member 
of the University Club, and he sug¬ 
gested that we meet there for lunch. 
The three of us entered the Club 
and the maitre d started to show us 
to a table in the main dining room. 
Apparently he noticed me at this 
point and called my friend aside. 
He informed my friend and host that 
the policy of the Club prohibited 
service to Negroes in the main dining 
room, even those invited as guests 
of members. My friend, in disgust, 
suggested that we leave immediately. 
I objected and insisted on additional 
information. After the maitre d learn¬ 
ed who I was he disclaimed any respon¬ 
sibility for this policy, and suggested 
that the manager be called on the 
telephone. The manager was called 
by the club member. And when told 
I was there, he insisted that we be 
seated in the main dining room and 
served. He told my friend this had 
happened before in connection with 
the visit of a foreign dignitary. He 
said further that the board of direct¬ 
ors had decided at that time to con¬ 
tinue the policy of excluding colored 
persons from the main dining” room. 
The policy provides that colored per¬ 
sons may be served as members of 
groups meeting in private rooms, on 
special occasions. Though we were 
now urged to stay, we refused and 
left. I felt strongly that no exception 
should be made because I am a 
member of City Council. As a new 
member, my host had not been in¬ 
formed of the policy. By this time 
everybody involved was embarrassed 
and obviously ashamed. 

The next day, I talked to the man¬ 
ager by telephone. He apologized 
profusely, and said that he had called 
the maitre d immediately and told 
him to seat us in the dining room. 
He also said that he was sorry we 
decided to leave as he had come to 
the dining room immediately to sit 
with us. He told me there had been 
similar incidents before, and he ex¬ 
pected a repetition of the same. He 
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said further he had met with the 
president and vice president the night 
before and discussed the matter. They 
upheld his decision to seat us, 

1 am aware of membership re¬ 
strictions in clubs such as this, but 
I was not aware of diiTing room re¬ 
strictions, particularly if one is in¬ 
vited by a member. It seems utterly 
ridiculous and silly to extend these 
restrictions to the dining room. It 
is not important that I as an in¬ 
dividual or city official be accorded 
special privileges. I am vitally con¬ 
cerned with the insidiousness of such 
a policy, clearly based on racial big¬ 
otry and discrimination. It is my 
understanding that membership re¬ 
strictions extend to Jews, Italians 
and Southern Europeans as well as 
Negroes. I feel strongly that such 
exclusions, based on race, creed or 
national origin, undermine the very 
foundation of our democratic system. 

As a native Pittsburgher, I am 
ashamed of the policy of the Uni¬ 
versity Club, as enunciated by its 
board of directors. We were meeting 
to discuss problems and possible so¬ 
lutions related to unemployment and 
the growth and expansion of the 
Pittsburgh economy, only to be em¬ 
barrassed by the decisions of narrow 
and short-sighted individuals. 

I would remind the members of 
the University Club that we are now 
working to make the University of 
Pittsburgh an international center, 
hoping to attract people from all 
over the world, of any color. Hovv 
inconsistent and shortsighted this 
policy is, can best be seen in the fact 
that not only would Negro Americans 
be unwelcome, but apparently any 
person of color. This during a time 
when we are desperately in need of 
friends and allies, particularly in 
Africa and Asia. Just yesterday a 
proposal was announced which would 
make the Greater Pittsburgh Airport 
a trans-oceanic airport. This empha¬ 
sizes further the plans for Pittsburgh 
to become an international center. 

We are witnessing a social revolu¬ 
tion, not only in our own country, 
but throughout the world. The Negro 


American is insisting on equality 
of opportunity in this country. In 
Africa the drive for independence 
and self-rule is a dramatic struggle 
in which the stakes are high and 
will influence the course of world 
events. Apparently, these facts have 
not penetrated the thinking of some 
Americans. The majority of the peo¬ 
ple of the world are colored, and old, 
stereotyped notions must be discard¬ 
ed; people must be accepted as in¬ 
dividuals. 


The New York Times had this to 
say in an editorial on March 5, 
yesterday: 

‘^The situation of the American 
Negro is improving, but injustices 
and insults are still inflicted on 
members of the colored race be¬ 
cause of their pigmentation and 
not because of human qualities. We 
must continue to proceed against 
this kind of discrimination, in the 
words of the Supreme Court, ^with 
all deliberate speed^” 


I feel that it is extremely 
ant that this incident be brought to 
light, for I am told that some other 
well-known clubs have the same po 
icy. The majority of thoughtful 
dividuals feel such policies are wrong 
I am sure, but are reluctant to spea 
out because of the desire to ’

Commissioner Kane was one time 
a member of this Council. He made 
an outstanding record here in Coun¬ 
cil for the things that he sponsored 
for the citizens of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. He was known in Allegheny 
County as **Mr. Democrat.” And all 
• over the County of Allegheny there 
are great monuments and memorials 
erected to the name of the late hon¬ 
orable and illustrious John J. Kane. 
The County hospital is dedicated to 
his name and memory. The Allegheny 
County airport, which was opposed 
by a lot of people and said by the 
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Minority Commission that it would 
be a “white elephant/^ is one of the 
greatest airports in the United States 
and perhaps the entire world. This, 
too, is dedicated to his name and 
memory. The highways and bridges 
built under the administration of the 
late Commissioners Kane and George 
Rankin are outstanding monuments 
that will be here long after we have 
passed away. 

Mr. Kane was the image of charity. 
He did more for the crippled children 
than any other man in this great City 
or County. In other words, Mr. Kane 
was the essence of charity. In his 
passing we will lose a great friend, 
both as a public official and an out¬ 
standing democrat in the City of 
Pittsburgh and the County of Alle¬ 
gheny. 

Mr. Kane was a great American. 
He was true Christian, and he had 
love for his fellow man. I am sure 
if John Kane had been a member of 
the University Club, there would 
never have been any rules like those 
established by the University Club, 
because Mr. Kane had a philosophy 
that was taught him at his mother^s 
knee and the parochial school he 
attended, St. Brigid. The first thing 
he was taught was to know God, to 
love God and to serve God, so that 
He might be happy with Him forever 
in the next world.

another residence for some consider¬ 
able distance, either on Buttermilk 
Hollow Road or Mifflin Road. That 
is one of the reasons I am so vitally 
interested in the matter, as well as, 
of course, having a gas station there. 

The company will spend somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $40,000 to 
erect a station there, At the same 
time they will employ a number of 
people. I think that anyone who has 
looked at the situation on Buttermilk 
Hollow Road will agree that the 
erection of a gas station there would 
be a fine thing. 

One of the suggestions that came 
from the Planning Commission was 
that they have one of their exits on 
Mifflin Road. If so, it would be possi¬ 
ble to change the zone to commercial. 
Then, of course, there were the three 
alternatives which they offered at a 
hearing held before Council. In chang¬ 
ing this zone, in my humble opinion, 
Council will be doing a constructive 
thing. If, in the wisdom of the Board 
of Adjustment or the City Planning 
Commission, they refuse to go along 
with them on the site plans, then let 
the Board of Adjustment or the City 
Planning Commission take the onus 
for not zoning this property for what 
I think is a great, reasonable and 
sensible activity that could be placed 
thereon. That is the reason I have 
given of my time and effort. 

I have been out there to look at 
that place several times. There isn^t 
any doubt about it, in my humble 
opinion, that this is a reasonable re¬ 
quest on the part of the J. J. Gumberg 
Real Estate Company. And it is going 
to be a godsend to that poor old lady 
who owns that piece of property there. 


Mr. Kuhn: 

Mr. President, I am not insensitive 
to the reasons Mr. Fagan has ex¬ 
perienced with respect to the plight 
of the property owner here. I think 
if there is anything we can do con¬ 
sistent with the respect we owe to the 
Planning Commission, under the Zon¬ 
ing Ordinance, I would be happy to 
agree. But I feel that I must vote 
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against this ordinance because I think 
it will represent, on the one hand, a 
futile thing for us. Our rezoning this 
will not accomplish what the property 
owner wants. The Planning Commis¬ 
sion has the discretion, without any 
control by us or any review by us, 
to approve site .plans, that is, under 
the Zoning Ordinance and under the 
law relating to subdivision plans. 
That being so, our rezoning of this 
property to commercial by no means 
would mean that the property owner 
could sell and have it used for the 
construction of a gasoline station. 

Aside from that, the approval of 
the County Planning Director would 
be necessary for the construction of 
a gasoline station on this site. And 
I understand from the Planning Com¬ 
mission's representatives who appear¬ 
ed at the hearings held before us that 
the County Planning Director has not 
approved this application, so again 
our action in rezoning this to com¬ 
mercial would be frustrated by the 
necessary action of another public 
agency over which we have no con¬ 
trol, But independently of those rea¬ 
sons, I believe that the Planning 
Commission has, as a matter of pol¬ 
icy, the right - and I think has cor¬ 
rectly exercised it in withholding a 
rezoning application, in situations like 
this one, until they have filed with 
the Commission an acceptable site 
plan. 

Now the Commission has not said 
it will not approve any site plan, but 
has indicated that plans for a gasoline 
station with entrance and exit on 
Buttermilk Hollow Road is not con¬ 
sistent with our Ordinance. I think 
that is a discretion the Planning Com¬ 
mission has. 

I intend to vote against this ordi¬ 
nance because I believe the Planning 
Commission has a right - and has 
properly exercised it - in refusing 
the rezoning of this property until 
the filing of an acceptable site plan.

I rather think that the subject mat¬ 
ter was covered pretty thoroughly at 
our Committee Meeting.

tion, modernization and renaissance 
of the City of Pittsburgh. I have no 
quarrel with them there. I may dis¬ 
agree, but I am not going to state 
that they are not endeavoring to do 
a good job. They are doing a good 
job. I am doing a good job, too. My 
objection to this is the way this 
thing is being handled. I don't know 
what the result of the vote will be, 
but I am of the opinion that when 
we vote - especially when we have 
proof that the zone should be changed 
to something other than what it is, 
and in this case the Planning Com¬ 
mission does agree that it is an 
ideal spot for commercial develop- 
ment - we should do so in a way as 
not to prevent a proponent from 
making an appeal to another body. 

I am of the opinion that when we 
vote we should vote only on what 
we think is right. If it is an area 
to be developed and you honestly 
believe it should be commercial, you 
should vote in favor of it. If the site 
plan is not agreeable to the Planning 
Commission, then that is the problem 
of the Planning Commission. If the 
proponents want to go any further 
with it, they can. They can go to 
the Board of Adjustment. From there, 
as I understand it, either the pro¬ 
ponents or the City of Pittsburgh 
can appeal. I do not believe that 
Council should go on record as giving 
a board that has been set up by the 
City of Pittsburgh^ an opportunity to 
circumvent a legitimate appeal from 
any of our citizens or any proponents 
of any plan. Possibly we have done 
this in the past, but when a thing 
like this is brought out so glaringly, 
I don't think Council should go on 
record as allowing it. 

If we pass this ordinance and let 
it go the way it should under the 
rules, which would mean a decision 
by the Planners after the zoning is 
changed, and let it process, let the 
• proper appeal be taken, I don't know 
what might happen. I certainly do 
not want to go on record as agreeing 
to something that I believe is prevent¬ 
ing someone from having the proper 
right of appeal. 

If we are to take the stand that 
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our Planners are infallible, then I 
don’t think we are moving- in the 
right direction. We have been elected 
here to do a job, and I conscientiously 
believe we all want to do it. Insofar- 
as the Planners are concerned, they 
do make mistakes. I know they make 
mistakes. So do I. I may be making 
one now. The Planners made a very 
definite and glaring mistake when 
they suggested - and the record will 
prove what I say is true - that they 
would allow this gas station to be 
erected there if they put in a turn¬ 
table - Something that has never 
been manufactured. I went so far 
as to check on some of this equipment, 
and it is something that has never 
been manufactured. If it were manu¬ 
factured, it would take up the whole 
lot in itself. So I object for the very 
reason that I think that we are doing 
an injustice to any proponent when 
we say that our Planning Commission 
can block an appeal, regardless of 
what the decisions of the court are. 
The court’s decision is that the Plann¬ 
ing Commission is authorized to make 
a decision. But on the other hand, the 
court can change its decision. There 
may be different circumstances that 
would change the court’s opinion of 
a certain case. I do not think we 
should circumvent any appeal to the 
Board.

Mr. Jordon; 

Mr. President, I think my colleague, 
Mr. Counahan, has summed up the 
problem, in as much as he indicated 
that we are not in a position to sub¬ 
stitute our judgment for that of the 
Planning^ Commission. Nor are we 
in a position to say whether or not 
a gasoline station or some other 
commercial establishment should be 
placed there. This, to me, is not the 
issue before us. The issue before us 
now is whether or not it makes sense 
for Council to change the present 
zoning. I think Mr. Kuhn has pointed 
out that this would be a futile thing. 
It won’t solve the problem of the 
petitioner. It won’t solve the problem 
of the real estate agent. It won’t do 


anything except change the zoning, 
which may enable the real estate man 
to sell the property to some commer¬ 
cial establishment. 

The real estate man called and 
talked to me about it. I told him that 
I was again considering the way I 
would vote. In considering it again, 
Phave arrived at the same conclusion; 
that nothing would be accomplished 
by Council changing the zone. It only 
means that we can do the same thing 
throughout the City. We can decide 
that we can change this zone or that 
zone to enable a real estate man or 
anyone else to sell a piece of property. 
But I don’t think as responsible City 
officials that this is something we 
want to do. 


In view of the lady’s circumstances; 
that they may be able to sell^ this to 
some other commercial establishment 
- this is fine. I hope she is able to 
do this. If she is, she can come back 
to Council with the approval of the 
Planning Commission and enable the 
new commercial establishment to pur* 
chase the property.

Mr. Olbum; 

It has now become obvious that there 
isn't a sufficient number of votes to 
pass this bill. Therefore, what I have 
to say may be regarded as surplusage. 
But I feel I am impelled to say again 
what I have said so many times be¬ 
fore; that the impression seems to 
prevail here in some quarters that 
we should constitute ourselves as a 
court of appeals from actions of the 
Planning Commission. 

In 1958 we unanimously adopted 
the present Master Zoning Ordinance. 
One of the provisions is that in a case 
of this kind a site plan must be ap¬ 
proved by the Planning Commission. 
Now irrespective of whether I agree 
with the Planning Commission's ac¬ 
tions or not, we unanimously voted 
for that provision, and I don't think 
it is incumbent upon us to accel¬ 
erate or expedite or create conditions 
which would favor appeal from that 
action of the Planning Commission. 
I feel obligated to say again that we 
are a legislative body; that Council 
is not running the City of Pittsburgh, 
as many of us like to think we are 
on many occasions in our legislation. 

We have enacted a Zoning Ordi¬ 
nance in which we have given certain 
specific powers to the Planning Com- 
.nission. Now it is obvious that in 
the exercise of this particular power - 
an issue in this case - there shall be 
occasions arise when we disagree with 
their administrative action, but I 
don't think that any of us ever in¬ 
tended that we should have the 
right to reverse that particular right 
of the Planning Commission any more 
than we have the right or expected 
to have the right to reverse any action 
of the Bureau of Building Inspection 
in refusing an application for a build¬ 
ing permit. Having exercised our leg¬ 
islative prerogative in enacting a zon¬ 
ing ordinance, which imposes certain 
rights and obligations upon adminis¬ 
trative bodies, I think we should be 
satisfied with precisely that. And 
irrespective of how I feel about this 
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particular issue - a site plan in this 
case - I feel that we would be tres¬ 
passing- upon the prerogatives of the 
Planning Commission in the exercise 
of a right which each one of us voted 
to give that particular body. 

Now, I am not insensitive to the 
plight of this woman, whom I don't 
know, who owns this house. It has 
been said here that the Planning Com¬ 
mission is not fallible. I never heard 
anyone contend, on the Planning Com¬ 
mission or on the outside, that the 
Planning Commission was infallible. 
And as Mr. Counahan has indicated, 
I hope none of us thinks that we are 
infallible. And if it becomes a ques¬ 
tion of weighing our judgment vis-a- 
vis a particular site plan against the 
Planning Commission's vis-a-vis the 
particular site plan, this is purely 
extraneous and immaterial, because 
this body voted to give the Planning 
Commission the last word in that 
particular case. 

I have said before that if we don't 
like the ordinance that we adopted 
two years ago, then somebody should 
introduce amendatory legislation to 
attempt to change this particular 
process for which we voted. I think 
in going into these matters our action 
and our attitude and our discussion 
has been entirely consonant with the 
attitude that we have adopted, at 
least since I have been here. We have 
inquired into every application for 
a change of zone; into the purpose 
for which the application is sought. 
We are doing precisely that in this 
particular case. 

As Mr. Jordon and Mr. Kuhn have 
already indicated, it is difficult to 
disassociate completely the purpose 
for which the change is sought with 
the actual change in zone. I think 
we have adopted this same attitude 
and this same kind of reasoning in 
prior cases. I think that these two - 
the purpose for which the change is 
sought and the change itself - are 
obviously inexorably intertwined in 
this particular case. I think we ought 
to rid ourselves of the idea, as has 
been indicated here, that somehow or 
through some method we are going 


to be in a position to overrule the 
Planning Commission. I don't under¬ 
stand this kind of thinking. I think 
that the Planning Commission, at the 
very least, is just as qualified in this 
case, and in every similar case, to 
pass judgment on applications on site 
plans and to exercise its judgment 
in other purely administrative matters 
which are involved in the operation 
of the Planning Commission, 

Now, if an appeal should lie from 
what has been called an arbitrary 
action of the Planning Commission - 
if it should lie to any elected official, 
obviously it should lie to the Mayor. 
The Mayor is the head of the admin¬ 
istrative and executive branch of the 
government of the City of Pittsburgh. 
The Planning Commission are ap¬ 
pointees of the executive branch of 
the government. If an appeal should 
lie in what has been called an arbitary 
action, it seems to me that it should 
properly lie to the executive branch 
and not this body.

There is another task force headed 
by Dean Marshall Robinson, Grad¬ 
uate School of Business, University 
of Pittsburgh and Dean James L. 
Hayes, School of Business Adminis¬ 
tration, Duquesne University, Avhich 
concerns itself with analyzing pro¬ 
posed legislation, Federal, State and 
local. The Distressed Areas Bill is 
one example. We would like to im¬ 
plement that here in Pittsburgh to 
the best advantage. We know, of 
course, that there is not enough 
money to take care of everybody. 

Last Thursday and Friday one of 
the members of the task force on re¬ 
training was in Harrisburg meeting 
with the State-wide Committee on 
Vocational and Education. They have 
been to Washington to confer with 
the representatives of labor. The De¬ 
partment of Labor was interested in 
what we are doing here in Pittsburgh. 
In fact, they indicated that Pittsburgh 
is far ahead of most cities. They 
wanted to use Pittsburgh as a guinea 
pig. Before we went to work on this 
in Washington and Harrisburg, we 
called some people working on this 
problem in Cleveland. We found that 
we were way ahead of them. They 
wanted information from ns. 

Mr. Leland Hazard of Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Company and Mr. Green, 
Vice President, Marketing and Plann¬ 
ing, Westinghouse Air Brake Com¬ 
pany, are studying proposed projects, 
both public and private. We have been 
working with our representatives 
from the public standpoint. We have 
also found that there are a consider¬ 
able number of projects. We conduct¬ 
ed a survey and found that there are 
250,000 or more proposed projects. 
I don't want to give the report of the 
committee. It will be published soon. 
There are a substantial number of 
projects planned of a quarter of a 
million dollars or more. The problem 
is to get them accelerated to provide 
jobs as fast as possible; to get them 
moving as rapidly as we can. As a 
matter of fact, I have a letter in 
my pocket from the President of one 
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of the utility companies. He says that 
he will coope 2 ‘ate in any way possible. 

We know we will need cooperation 
from as many people as possible in 
the City of Pittsburgh to determine 
in which direction the City is going. 
A difference of opinion exists. Some 
say we are headed for a headquarters 
town; some say a research center; 
some are for maintaining our manu¬ 
facturing activities. But we should 
know the direction in Avhich we are 
going, so when we talk about in¬ 
dustrial development and attracting 
concerns to the City of Pittsburgh 
we will have something to work with. 

There is a task force set up that 
will concern itself with that phase 
of the problem. Mr. William Chase, 
President of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Mr. J. K. Hodnette, Executive 
Vice President, Westinghouse Elec¬ 
tric Corporation and Mr. Robert R. 
Holmes, Executive Vice President, 
Koppers Company, Inc., are presently 
serving on the committee. They have 
contacted eight others. This com¬ 
mittee is concerned with stimulating 
activity in Pittsburgh, getting busi¬ 
nesses to invest money and economy 
in general.

money, to the extent that this $3,500- 
.00 was not originally anticipated. I 
wanted to learn in some detail what, 
exactly, the money would be spent 
for. I am quite satisfied. From what 
Mr. Jordon tells me, we are getting 
more than $3,500.00 for the benefit 
of the citizens of Pittsburgh. Spe¬ 
cialized fields have donated their ser¬ 
vices here. And the fact that they 
are interested may not stop at the 
City line. And what they may be able 
to learn from, economic conditions 
in the entire area will help the citi¬ 
zens of the city. It will help in the 
solution of the problems of economic 
development. Rather than to dissipate 
the City^s funds, I think our tax pay¬ 
ers, in this regard, will be benefiting 
from the knowledge and the experi¬ 
ence of people who have a broader 
view than just the borders of the 
city geographically. 

But speaking to the question of 
whether this activity belongs in the 
Planning Department or not, I would 
like to say that I think this is where 
it belongs, because basically the prob¬ 
lems of unemployment that we meet 
in the city, if I understand rightly, 
the tentative findings of this com¬ 
mittee and what has been published 
nationally on this subject doesn^t lie 
so much in cyclical or short-range 
unemployment, but rather in the 
chronic or long-range unemployment. 
And in order to solve this problem 
economic planning in the study of 
economic resources and needs of this 
City as part of a broader area is 
very important. It seems to me that 
what will be done here will strengthen 
our Planning Commission, because it 
will make possible the concentration 
of information for us in all of the 
important aspects of the planning in 
the Master Plan for land use in the 
city and redevelopment of the city, 
not only for residential and commer¬ 
cial activities but also for industrial 
and other economic activities. 

For that reason, it seems to me 
that the choice of the Executive 
branch of the city government to put 
this particular activity's budget in the 
budget of the Planning Commission 
is sound. I think it is a wise decision 














































































by ^ the Executive branch, and one 
which I am satisfied has been done 
conscientiously. I am glad to see 
that this will serve to round out and 
strengthen the activities of our Plann¬ 
ing Commission.

velopment. These statements show an 
unfortunate lack of understanding of 
both the unemployment problem and 
the work of the Committee. Perhaps 
just a little study and investigation 
would be helpful to these gentlemen. 

The Committee is composed of sub¬ 
stantial citizens who have volunteered 
their services. These men have put 
in many long hours of work on this 
problem. They have spent their own 
money when required and even en¬ 
couraged their organizations, i.e., 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, Gulf 
Oil Corp. and the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh, to contribute office furniture 
to furnish our temporary office. The 
Bell Telephone Company provided the 
services of its employees to tabulate 
data. 

It was only three weeks ago that 
the Committee felt the work had 
grown to a point where a full time 
staff would expedite and accelerate 
this work. Consequently, a staff assis¬ 
tant and secretary were assigned. I 
am sure unfounded criticism such as 
that leveled at the Committee will 
not encourage others to volunteer. 
Constructive suggestions would be 
more helpful in coping with the prob¬ 
lem than ill considered criticism. 

The U. S. Department of Labor 
and the Department of Commerce in¬ 
dicate that Pittsburgh is ahead of 
most cities in the country in their 
study and planning to cope with the 
problem of chronic unemployment. 
The Department of Labor was so en¬ 
thusiastic that they want to use Pitts¬ 
burgh as an example of this type of 
planning. A meeting is now being 
scheduled to have representatives of 
the Department of Labor come to 
Pittsburgh. 

The local Department of Commerce 
field office has kept their Washington 
office informed as to the work of 
the Committee. A meeting is also 
being planned to have their represent¬ 
atives come to Pittsburgh. 

I have been informed by Mr. John 
Desmond, head of the local Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce field office, that 
the Department of Commerce will 
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administer the program established 
by the passage of the new Area Re¬ 
development Act, This act provides 
for grants and loans for retaining, 
financial subsistence while workers 
are being retrained, industrial devel¬ 
opment, urban redevelopment and 
technical studies, to mention a few. 
These benefits, if Pittsburgh is to 
participate, will not be obtained with¬ 
out some study and planning. As a 
matter of fact, the bill provides, as 
a condition precedent to receiving 
funds, that a local area redevelopment 
program must be established. Just 
last week telegrams were sent from 
Washington to the U. S. Department 
of Commerce field offices throughout 
the country asking for the names of 
cities having local committees set up 
and working on these problems. Mr. 
John Desmond was pleased to report 
that Pittsburgh had such a committee 
in operation- A close working rela¬ 
tionship will have to be established 
with the Department of Commerce. 
It is a mutual desire of the local De¬ 
partment of Commerce Field Office 
and the Mayors Committee that an 
"'Area Development Specialists^ be 
assigned by the Washington office to 
the local field office to work on prob¬ 
lems in Allegheny County. It now 
looks as if the Washington office will 
comply. 

Chronic unemployment presents 
some difficult and involved problems. 

I say chronic unemployment because 
this is the problem with which the 
committee is most concerned. Cyclical 
unemploymnt will be lessened when 
the anticipated upswing in business 
occurs. Methods of production are 
chpging and with it certain jobs are 
being discontinued and some new ones 
created. Most of the chronic unem¬ 
ployed will never go back to work at 
their former jobs. 

Studies, contrary to some com¬ 
ments,^ will not delay employment. 
There is a real need for study because 
there are entire areas of the problem 
v/e know nothing about. No one even 
knew the characteristics of the chro¬ 
nic unemployment in Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty. Before we begin to establish facil¬ 
ities for retraining or attracting new 


busine.«^ses, we should know what 
skills we already have in our labor 
force which are presently not being 
utilized; what skills will be required 
in the future so we can train workers 
to fill these jobs rather than be re* 
quired to import others to fill them. 
A limited investigation would dis¬ 
close that the Bureau of Employment 
Security does not compile nor report 
information regarding the character¬ 
istics of the unemployed. The Bureau 
of Employment Security regularly re¬ 
ports the number of unemployed class¬ 
ified by industry and no more. This 
information tells us nothing about 
the composition of the unemployed. 
Therefore, we would have no basis 
for seeking effective aid or assistance 
because we would not know who the 
unemployed are, except that there 
are a large number of unemployed. 

At the request of the Mayor’s Com¬ 
mittee, the Bureau of Employment 
Security conducted a special study. 
Several meetings were held to dr^ 
an outline of the study and desired 
results. For three days the 
interviewed people throughout Alle¬ 
gheny County who came in to register 
in connection with the recently passe 
extended unemployment compensation 
benefits. These persons represent t 
long term or chronic unemployed. 

This study was a 48%

Still another task force, composed 
of top industrialists, is addressing 
itself to stimulating business activity 
in the Pittsburgh area. 

The Mayor’s Committee was not 
established to find jobs for individ¬ 
uals. This is the function of an em¬ 
ployment agency. The task of the 
Commttee is to concern itself with 
the stimulation of the Pittsburgh 
economy, both immediate and long 
range, resulting in increased employ¬ 
ment opportunities. This involves leg¬ 
islative assistance both on the state 
and national levels, expansion of ex¬ 
isting business, a program for at¬ 
tracting new businesses, creating a 
favorable climate which will encour¬ 
age this expansion and development. 

I think this is a proper function 
of government. Government should 
not hesitate to ask labor, management 
and civic leaders to pool their col¬ 
lective efforts in planning and mak¬ 
ing sure their local economy remains 
healthy and continues to grow. 

I am pleased that City Council and 
the Mayor saw fit to tackle this prob¬ 
lem in the City of Pittsburgh. Capital 
Improvement Programs are not 
enough. Pittsburgh also has an 8 
million dollar Capital Improvement 
Program. I agree that the problem 
is County-wide in nature. For this 
reason, I am sure that the Mayor, 
City Council and the Committee deems 
it necessary and will be happy to 
work with the County Commissioners 
in making the committee more repre¬ 
sentative of the entire County of 
Allegheny. This we had planned to 
ask, but it was only a question of 
timing.

Gentlemen: 

We represent several of the large 
downtown hotels in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

This letter is written pursuant to 
my telegram sent earlier today to 
each member of Council, copies of 
w'hich were mailed to the Mayor, the 
U. R. A. of Pittsburgh and to the 
Golden Triangle Motor Hotel, Inc. 

We respectfully urge you to obtain 
an opinion from your counsel before 
approving the proposed contract as 
to the legal requirements for a sur¬ 
vey showing the need of additional 
transient housing facilities. 

The requirement of a survey is 
contained in Section 106 (g) of the 
Housing Act of 1949 (42 U. S. C. A.: 
3456 (g) ) which became law on Sep¬ 
tember 23, 1959. It provides in sub¬ 
stance that no transient housing shall 
be included in an urban renewal plan 
unless the community has obtained 
an independent survey showing the 
need of additional units for such 
transient housing. 

In this case, the question has arisen 
as to the applicability of Section 106 
(g) to this parcel in view of the fact 
that the plan was first approved by 
City Council on July 13, 1955. 

It is our position that a correct 
interpretation of the statute - and we 
believe the courts will sustain us - 
would have it apply to all projects in 
which a contract with a redeveloper 
is submitted for approval after Sep¬ 
tember 23, 1959. This reasoning is 
based on the following: 

1. Congress could hardly have 
intended to require a survey at 
a time when many proposed or 
approved uses are first contem¬ 
plated in the original plan. It 
would be folly to spend the money 
required for such a survey when 










































































































there is no certainty that there 
will be a redeveloper who would 
want to build transient housing 
facilities. It is far more logical 
to interpret the law to require 
a survey as to the desirability of 
a specific proposal rather than 
one in general terms which may 
never come to fruition. To make 
sense, the survey must evaluate 
the impact of the factors in a 
specific proposal such as the 
number of rooms, location, rental 
range, etc. upon the existing tran¬ 
sient accommodations. These fac¬ 
tors cannot be known at the time 
of the original redevelopment 
proposal. 


Our purpose in raising this is that 
we do not want to see City Council 
approve an illegal contract which will 
be struck down by the courts. Please, 
therefore, obtain an opinion from your 
counsel on this very important point.

2. Interpreting the law to re¬ 
quire a survey prior to approval 
of the original redevelopment 
proposal overlooks the obvious 
fact that years frequently elapse 
after such approval before speci¬ 
fic proposals are received and the 
structures built. For example, as 
in this case - a survey made in 
1955 when the general proposal 
was first approved would have 
little value in 1961 when a speci¬ 
fic proposal is being considered. 

These arguments were presented to 
the General Counsel, Housing and 
Home Finance Agency on April 2Y, 
1961 for his consideration of this 
general question - and as yet he has 
not issued a ruling thereon. When 
there is no final ruling from the 
government agency involved and there 
is a serious legal question involved, 
we feel that it well behooves City 
Council to study thoroughly the le¬ 
gality of the proposed contract. 

Additionally, in this case the orig¬ 
inal plan included Chatham Street 
across this parcel. On September 27, 
1960, by Resolution No. 246, City 
Council approved Modification No. 2 
which eliminated Chatham St. It was- 
nT until this action was taken that 
this portion of the tract could be used 
as a motel site - which antedated the 
date of the September, 1959 amend¬ 
ment. Hence, a survey is certainly 
required as regards constructing a 
motel on this portion of the tract.

It’s 25 Years since that fateful day 
in June, 1936. 

Yet, that day lives clear and vivid 
in my mind even after all the passing 
years and rush of history. 

Maybe it’s because I had the hunch 
then that I was sitting in on an event 
that would have a tremendous impact 
upon the entire course of modern 
American history. 

Pm talking about the warm summer 
day of June 17, 1936, when 12 of us 
sat around a table to talk about organ¬ 
izing the mighty steel industry. It 
was the day the great Steelworkers 
Union we know today was born. 

I was president of the United Mine 
Workers’ District 5 in those days and 
our offices were located in the Com¬ 
monwealth Building. Phil Murray and 
Dave McDonald were with the miners, 
too and they headquartered in our 
office when they were in Pittsburgh. 

* 


And so, when a meeting was being 
arranged to talk about the steel cam¬ 
paign, it was natural that the Mine 
Workers’ office should be the scene 
of action. 

We trooped into a rear office that 
was furnished with a big table and 
chairs for our executive board and 
committee meetings. Phil Murray was 
at the far end. Dave McDonald to his 
right, and the rest of us ringed around 
the table. 
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There wasnT a man in the room 
that June day who didnT feel the 
crushing weight or responsibility at 
the task we had set for ourselves. 
Fresh in our minds were the terrible 
defeats that had resulted in earlier 
attempts to organize this industry. 

We talked about all those things. 
We outlined plans, we discussed strat¬ 
egy and we made vows to one another. 

And it was a grim but determined 
group of men who walked out of the 
miners office in the late afternoon 
haze, prepared to go all the way to 
unionize the steel industry. 

The rest is history. 

But the end result has been the 
building of one of the greatest trade 
unions the world has ever seen, the 


United Steelworkers of America. 

I have many things to be thankful 
for in my lifetime. One of them is the 
fact that I had the privilege of playing 
a role in this dramatic chapter of 
history.

John Thomas dean of City Hall 
reporters, retired yesterday from the 
Post-Gazette editorial staff after 55 
years devoted to observing and inter¬ 
preting events which have shaped the 
history of Pittsburgh and the nation. 


He is going to take things easy, he 
says. But those who know him best 
believe he will be showing the same 
concern over the operation of munici¬ 
pal government that he has for more 
than half a century. 


Throughout his career John Thoxnas 
has always been a modest, unassuming 
reporter, motivated by passion for 
accuracy and fair-dealing in the public 
interest. His retirement removes from 
journalism here a personality difficult 
lo replace. 

For John Thomas has been more 
a chronicler of events. He has 
an unofficial voice of civic con- 
sciousness Pittsburgh. In his mild, 
«nobstrusive way he has helped to 
ake Pittsburgh a better city.

A native of Beaver County, Thomas 
moved into the local scene as a report¬ 
er on the old Pittsburgh Sun in 1906. 

His forbears were harness-makers, 
tanners and farmers. As a boy he 
worked with his father and grand¬ 
father in a harness shop. 

He left high school in Beaver in his 
senior year for a job in surveying 
work with Michael Baker, Beaver 
County surveyor, father of the present 
prominent road builder and engineer. 

He worked for a time on the Beaver 
Star before coming to Pittsburgh for 
a job on the Sun. 

He covered the river beat, Federal 
and court politics before moving to 
City Hall. He wrote editorials at var¬ 
ious times for the Sun and its morning 
sister, the Pittsburgh Post. 

In 1912 he covered the Democ¬ 
ratic convention in Baltimore when 
Woodrow Wilson was nominated for 
President. He also covered the Repub¬ 
lican National convention that year. 
John Thomas’ name was a front-page 
by-line on conventions of both parties 
through 1924. Old-time readers re¬ 
member his name on dispatches from 
Harrisburg about the state Legisla¬ 
ture. 

At City Hall, from 1924 on, he was 
the confidant of mayors, councilmen, 
clerks, stenogeaphers, secretaries, 
bootblacks, and charwomen who were 
warmed to him by his considerate, 
compassionate and helpful under¬ 
standing. 

The panhandlers along Grant St. 
knew him as a ^‘soft touch.” In fact, 
they imposed on him sometimes twice 
or three times a day with assurance 
that he was too kind to turn them 
down. 

When things were quiet around the 
Hall, Thomas made his personal in¬ 
spection tours of bridges, roadways 
and other municipal operations to 
make sure the taxpayers were receiv- 
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ingng full service. 

Several years ago, when the state 
was improving Water Street (now 
Fort Pitt Boulevard), he became con¬ 
cerned over lack of greenery amidst 
concrete downtown. There was a small, 
insignificant strip of barren ground 
at Grant and Water Streets. 

Thomas importuned Council to make 
this a parklet. The Councilmen were 
so impressed by his devotion to beauti¬ 
fication in the Triangle that they 
dedicated the strip as the ^^John 
Thomas Park” and planted it with 
dwarf oak trees, the Chinese Gingkos. 


One day in City Council in 1938, 
Thomas reached across the table for 
an ordinance. Councilman Peter J. 
McArdle, since deceased, spoke sharp¬ 
ly to him in front of the audience 
in the chamber. 

A moment later, Councilman Mc¬ 
Ardle spoke up to regret his out¬ 
burst and apologized to Thomas. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” said Coun¬ 
cilman McArdle, “John Thomas is 
one of the most truly gentle men 
that I know.”

He visited the park daily, giving its 
appearance all the devotion of a 
dedicated custodian. But the parklet 
disappeared with the construction of 
the underpass and the removal of the 
old Baltimore & Ohio Railroad station. 

In recognition of his long devotion 
to the city's interests, council two 
years ago passed an ordinance ap¬ 
propriating $6,000 for the creation 
of “John Thomas Park” at the Grant 
Street en trace to the Penn-Lincoln 
Parkway. 

Councilman Patrick T. Fagan said 
at the time that he was happy and 
delighted to see the park dedicated in 
the name of “one of the outstanding 
newspapermen in the United States.” 

“It is a rare thing, in fact, a unique 
thing, as far as I know,” said Frederic 
G, Weir, then a councilman and now 
a judge of Common Pleas Court, “to 
name a park after any living person.” 

These tributes on the record were 
embarrassing to John Thomas, a sent¬ 
imental person for whom kind words 
and praise has a deep emotional 
affect. 

Besides his work as a reporter, 
Thomas was always in demand as a 
toastmaster at luncheons and ban¬

Mr. President, I have received quite 
a few complaints from residents of the 
Woods Run section regarding the sani¬ 
tary fill on Benton Avenue, where the 
Sanitary Authority dumps the ashes 
from their plant. Apparently these 
complaints have been coming in for 
quite sometime. The reason for not 
doing anything about it, appears, is 
that it has been passed from one 
person to another. 
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These ashes wash down not only on 
the streets, but on people's property. 
In addition, the ashes create terrible 
odors. Then, of corse, it is washing 
back into the sewers. We are having a 
big problem with Woods Run today. 
Something is wrong with the sewer or 
the sewer isn't big enough, because 
when we have any kind of rain fall we 
have water backing up into cellars. 

I would like to have this matter 
investigated thoroughly by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, the Depart¬ 
ment of Parks and Recreation and the 
Sanitary Authority, to see what can be 
done about those ashes washing down 
onto the streets. The reason I include 
the Department of Parks and Recre¬ 
ation is because we have a lease with 
them for ball fields. If something is 
going wrong there, I think it shoud 
be corrected. 

I understand that the Authority has 
complained of something we have 
done. If we have done something 


wrong, we should make a change, or 
at least do nothing that may hurt their 
sanitary fill. 

I move, Mr. President, that the sub¬ 
ject matter be referred to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, the Department 
of Parks and Recreation and the Sani¬ 
tary Authority, to see if they can 
eliminate that unsanitary condition.

As Mr. Fagan pointed out, natural¬ 
ly, I hadn^t planned to make a speech 
on this particular subject, However, 
I was a boy scout, and we are always 
prepared to say something. 

I would like to let you know, first 
of all, that I appreciate your welcome 
to the City of Pittsburgh. And if 
someone had told me a year ago I 
would have been standing in Pitts¬ 
burgh today, I would have told him 
that he didn^t know what he was 
talking about. But it is evidently the 
will of God and the providence of 
God that has brough me to Pittsburgh 
for a particular purpose. 

In observing the race relations, as 
we say, here in Pittsburgh, I must 
say that the general relationship 
between the two main groups is a 
cordial one. However, I am one who 
is known to be very frank, and there¬ 
fore, I shall be frank with you. I have 
noticed, even in the short time I have 
been here, that in certain areas there 
is almost a systematic exclusion of 
certain people of my group from job 
advancement. Naturally, this has an 
effect on the living conditions of those 
people. I believe that as Fathers of 
the City of Pittsburgh you might be 
able to do something to rectify the 
situation, to open the doors of op¬ 
portunity to competence and prepar¬ 
edness. We are not asking for charity. 
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Don’t forget that. That is the im¬ 
portant thing. We are not asking for 
charity, but to open the doors to 
competence and preparedness, I be¬ 
lieve, would be a definite step in the 
right direction. 

You know, we may get along very 
well shaking one another’s hands, 
smiling at one another, but if a 
Negro does not have food to put 
into his plate and into his pot, then, 
that will have a very disastrous ef¬ 
fect in the end. I am not saying 
that nothing has been done here, but 
I would like to point out that very 
much still has to be done. 

I made that statement because you 
asked me to comment on race re¬ 
lations in Pittsburgh. As leaders of 
a city, just as the leaders of a 
country - and Pittsburgh is definitely 
not a small city, and is not to be 
sneezed at - I would like to briefly 
set up the one or two norms that 
I normally present to leaders and 
it is this: When we have to deal 
with man, I think the first thing 
that we should consider is that he is 
a human being. Now, some people 
are going to say that this is as clear 
as the nose on your face; that the 
Negro is a human being. But it is 
a known fact that if you wear your 
nose for a long time, you forget you 
have it. So it has to be re-empha¬ 
sized. We are not only dealing with 
human beings, but we are dealing 
with human beings who have been 
emancipated; former slaves who have 
been emancipated by our Constitution, 
Bill of Rights, the things we hold to 
so strongly in this country, into full 
citizenship so they will be able to 
participate to the full, provided they 
have been properly prepared. They 
should be able to share in all of the 
rights as other citizens. 

Naturally we would like to add 
to that since most of us are ad¬ 
herents to the Christian religion - and 
believe it or not, our democracy is 
a religious democracy. We should 
realize the dignity to which Christi¬ 
anity has raised the average man, 
and deal with our fellow human 
beings in that way. 

I am not saying that there is no 


effort on the part of anybody here 
in the city to deal according to these 
three norms. Actually, I definitely 
notice very much activity in that 
regard. I have noticed a great amount 
of official action that has been taken 
by the municipality and the State of 
Pennsylvania with regard to job op¬ 
portunity and housing. But the point 
I want to bring out here is that 
there must be a morality that per¬ 
vades the individual, because, as you 
know, some of us in America are 
known for being able to circumvent 
the letter of the law. We have to 
try to enter into the spirit of tne 
law. We have to try to let the Chris¬ 
tian conscience based on our Chris¬ 
tian democratic principles, our sacred 
documents, the Constitution and 
of Rights, and all the amendments 
there, be our guide, rather th^ wn 
we can get out of a specific situatio . 
If we are guided by these thing > 
seeking for the good of the x 

ity as a whole, then, we 
worry about the inroads ot

Mayor Barr: 

President Fh’o tern. Fagan, Members 
of Council: I will ask you to give me 
a Committee to escort me back.

Mr. President and Members of 
Council 

I have the honor to present, for 
your consideration, the General Fund 
Budget for operation of Pittsburgh’s 
municipal goverment during the 1962 
calendar year. This budget includes 
estimated revenues and expenditures 
for all City functions other than the 
Department of Water, whose budget 
is being present to Council in a sepa¬ 
rate docuent. 

The preparation of this budget, 
frankly has taxed not only all of our 
available financial resources but all 
of our financial resourcefulness as 
well. 

My goal, and one in which I am 
confident Council concurs, was to 
present a budget with sufficient funds 
to carry on the City’s services at a 
satisfactory level and if at all possi¬ 
ble, to do so without increasing taxes. 

This has been done. 

I am recommending to City Council 
a budget that calls for no tax in¬ 
creases and no increase in the pre¬ 
sent water schedule. 

I am sure the people of Pittsburgh 
will welcome this as good news. 

But as the members of Council real¬ 
ize full well, a number of difficult and 
hair splitting decisions were necessary 
to arrive at this balanced budget. 

Our fiscal dilemma is well known to 
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you. 

While there has been a general 
economic upturn in any parts of the 
country, its effects are not felt in the 
Pittsburgh community to the extent 
we all might wish. 

In fact, the revenue story for 1961 
was bad clear through. 

Earned income revenues, our best 
barometer of local economic condi¬ 
tions, will fall at least $700,00 below 
our original calculation, an estimate 
conservatively arrived at 12 months 
ago, I might add. 

Water revenues, likewise a sound 
gauge of economic activity, will be 
more than $460,000 below estimate. 
This, in turn, reduces the anticipated 
payment from the water plant to the 
general fund by nearly $225,000. 

Other tax sources - mercantile, 
personal property, fines and forfeits - 
- all are down by lesser amounts. 

Only two major revenue sources, 
the real estate and amusement tax 
will come up to the original expecta¬ 
tion. You will note the opening of the 
unique Civic Auditorium on Sep¬ 
tember 18 provide a salutary shot- 
in - the - arm to our amusement 
revenues. 

Along with decreased revenues, we 
were literally snowed under by extra 
expenditures in 1961. One of the 
severest winters in decades added 
nearly $200,000 to our snow removal 
costs. 

Normally, with an operating budget 
of our size, we could expect a net 
cash surplus at the end of the year of 
at least three per cent or a minimum 
of $1,500,000. For example, at the end 
of 1956, the surplus was $2,500,000; 
in 1957, $3,200,000; in 1958, $2,993,- 
408. Even in 1960, when unemploy¬ 
ment was at its highest peak, the cash 
balance exceeded $1 million. This 
year the net surplus has dwindled to 
$750,594, one of the lowest cash 
balances in recent memory. 

The revenue picture for 1962 is not 
predictably brighter. 


Earned income tax will be collected 
at one per cent rate for the full 12 
months next year and produce, at best, 
according to our City Treasurer, 
800,00 more for the general fund. 


The University of Pittsburgh made 
final payment in 1961 of $250,000 on 
its purchase of the former Municipal 
Hospital. This sum must be made up 
next year. 

No other major revenue gains can 
be reliably and realistically forecast. 
The City Treasurer estimates that tne 
City of Pittsburgh general fund in 
1962 will have an income from a 
sources of $52,235,320. Along with 
the anticipated surplus of

It should be 
noted, however, that by operate 
ing our own program, our costs 
are much lower than any private 
insurance firm could provide.

7. Salary and material needs for 
Carnegie Library will require 
an additional $33,752. This 
brings the City^s appropriation 
for free library service to area 
residents to $1,938,016. 

I am recommending that incre- 
ni^ts be paid to all first, second 
and third-year police and firemen 
at a cost of $89,588.

So far as possible I suggest that 
City Council apply this surplus for the 
persons employed in those crafts 
where the City has traditionally rec¬ 
ognized the prevailing union rate of 

pay* 

The City's overall general fund 
expenditures along with estimated 
water fund expenditures of $6,439,553 
will bring the total City budget to 
approximately $59,225,872. This fig¬ 
ure, of course, is subject to whatever 
adjustments Council is required to 
make. 

Bear in mind that despite fixed 
increases exceeding $1 million, I am 
able to present a recommended budget 
that is only slightly more than $100,- 
000 higher than Council's final 1961 
appropriation. 

Obviously, every economy possible 
in program and personnel consonant 
with good municipal administration 
has been made to balance the 1962 
budget. 

In many instances, difficult decis¬ 
ions and hard choices were necessary. 

New personnel and new programs 
are held to an irreducible minimum. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
City 'Planning Commission and its 
imaginative new Executive Director, 
we shall install a system of aerial 
photography, used by most major 
cities, to replace the present laborious 
hand mapping division in that depart¬ 
ment. Aerial photography will pro¬ 
vide faster and broader mapping of 
the City, produce far more data for 
planning purposes and uses by the 
public, and in the long run will be less 
expensive than the present method. 


























By eliminating the land map divis¬ 
ion, we are able to provide for the ad* 
diton of new planner positions needed 
to strengthen the Commission staff, 
whose responsibilities become greater 
and whose problems more complex 
with the expansion or our urban re¬ 
newal and capital improvement pro¬ 
grams. 

The only new program I propose for 
next year is an appropriation of 
$20,000 to the Regional Industrial 
Development Corpoation. 

Up to now, the complex job of at¬ 
tracting new industries and enabling 
existing firms to stay here has been 
primarily handled by the Urban Re¬ 
development Authority. I believe 
Pittsburgh has an important stake in 
a revitalized RIDC, with imaginative 
leadership and an adequate staff, can 
supplement the work of URA in help¬ 
ing to stabilize and expand the econo¬ 
mic base of this City and this com¬ 
munity. 

Many meritorious requests had to 
be turned down. 

I am compelled to recommend a one- 
year moratorium on salary increments 
due to nearly 600 municipal employes, 
which would have cost approximately 
$600,000 under the job classification 
pay plan. This is a decision that can 
be justified if at all, only on the basis 
of attempting to give the people of 
Pittsburgh a moratorium on munici¬ 
pal tax increases. 

Council should be apprised that the 
increment pay plan provided the one 
bright spot in our overall fiscal pic¬ 
ture. 

As a result of this plan, and the 
Administration’s policy of filling 
positions at the first increment step 
when vacancies occur, the City has 
realized a savings of approximately 
$63,000 in less than one year. 

There are no easy answers, no short 
cuts to our budget problems. As 
Council knows, nearly two-thirds of 
our budget goes into wages and sala¬ 
ries.

1. EFFECT OF NEGATIVE RE¬ 
COMMENDATION IN COMMITTEE. 

Examination of CounciPs rules and 
the applicable statutes and ordinances 
indicate no provision dealing with 
this matter as such. Council’s Rule 
VIII says that the President shall 
refer bills “to the proper committee”, 
and also says that bills, “when re¬ 
turned therefrom”, shall be printed, 
etc. The same rule adds that ordi¬ 
nances “shall be read when reported 
out of committee.” 

Because these statements do not 
directly answer the question, we must 
turn to Council’s past practice and to 
the usual procedure for legislative 
bodies under Robert’s Rules of Order. 

It appears that a negative recom¬ 
mendation does not kill a bill in com¬ 
mittee because the term “negative 
recommendation” actually refers to a 
communication from committee to 
Council when the committee returns 
the bill to Council meeting. 

This evaluation is confirmed by the 
committee’s action in the case of Bill 
No. 2541. The actual motion in com¬ 
mittee was: 

“Moved: That Bill No. 2541 be 
returned to Council with a nega¬ 
tive recommendation.” (Empha¬ 
sis supplied.) 

In committe, a motion to table a 
bill will kill it if the committee does 
not subsequently call up the bill for 
further action. However, a negative 
recommendation is not a motion in it¬ 
self. The true motion is the motion 
to report the bill back to Council 
meeting. Such a motion may be ac¬ 
companied by an affirmative recom- 
meqjdation, by a negative recom¬ 
mendation or, theoretically, by no 
recommendation at all. 

Thus, when the final committee 
action on a bill is a negative recom¬ 
mendation, this action means that 
Council is being advised to act nega¬ 
tively on the bill and implies that the 
bill is to be reported to Council for 
action. When a bill is reported back 
to Council, with or without a nega¬ 
tive recommendation, therefore, the 
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bill is still alive to be voted on by 
Council. 

2. PROCEDURE IN COUNCIL 
MEETING AS TO NEGATIVE 
RECOMMENDATION. 

From the foregoing, it follows that 
a bill reported to Council meeting 
should be treated in the same manner 
when accompained by a negative rec¬ 
ommendation as when accompanied 
by an affirmative recommendation, 
because the recommendation is merely 
the advice which is sent along with the 
bill. 

It also follows that Council, in 
regular Council meeting, should not 
make or debate any motions with 
respect to the recommendation itself. 
Because the recommendation is the 
committees advice to Council and 
because Council itself need not give 
further advice to anyone else, motions 
to approve or disapprove a negative 
recommendation are superfluous and 
technically could be ruled out of order. 


Council's Rule VIII, which says: 

“Every bill, ordinance or res¬ 
olution shall be read when re¬ 
ported out of committee, then 
read again ... and then put on 
final reading and passage....” 

(Emphasis supplied.) 

Thus, the ordinance, regardless of 
committee recommendation, should 
proceed to final reading (unless tabled 
or deferred) and the vote should then 
be the usual vote for and against the 
bill, the question being: “Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


When an ordinance is at issue, the 
proper actions are motions to adopt 
or amend or table the ordinance bill 
itself, not the recommendation. 

This view is confirmed by Robert's 
Rules of Order Revised (1951), at 
pages 223 and 224. That authority 
holds that if a committee report con¬ 
sists only of a statement of opinion 
for the information of the assembly, 
there is no necessity for action on 
such a statement; this rule would 
appear to be applicable to recom¬ 
mendations, which are merely state¬ 
ments of opinion for the information 
of Council. The same source also 
states that if a committee reports 
involves proposed resolutions (i.e., 
legislative measures, such as resolu¬ 
tions and ordinances), the proper 
course is to vote on the adoption of 
these measures in themselves. (Of 
course, if a committee report consists 
only of a recommendation of proposed 
action, a vote to adopt that kind of 
recommendation is proper; however, 
in a legislative body, most proposals 
for action will be in the form of reso¬ 
lutions or ordinances).

I 
have had the pleasure of visiting her 
home, working with her and sharing 
her concern for the City, She was 
a person who, though extremely ill 
and finding it difficult to get around, 
would force herself to attend meetings 
and do things for people. 

I think the City of Pittsburgh will 
miss Mrs. Parran, for she was an 
asset to the growth and development 
of the City.

Mr, Fagan; 

Mr. President, this is probably the 
day Homer Greene will sing his swan 
song, too. 

I have had the pleasure of working 
with Homer when I was Chairman 
of the Department of Lands and 
Buildings. There is no doubt about it 
that he did an outstanding job. 

N ow there is probably nobody in the 
City of Pittsburgh who is a better 
friend of the Firemen and Policemen 
than Homer Greene. More engine 
houses and police stations were built 
when •he was head of Lands and 
Buildings than at any other time. 
He didn't design them, but he had a 
great deal to say about their location, 
type and interior design and con¬ 
struction. I believe under his adminis¬ 
tration there were built two police 
stations and ten engine houses, two 
of which are under construction now. 
Every one of them is a building that 
not only Homer Greene can be proud 
of, but also the Mayor, City Council 
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and the citizens of Pittsburgh. 

I regret that Homer's health has not 
been too good lately. It is for that 
reason he didn’t aspire to office in 
1961. He is retiring, I know, with the 
blessings of everyone who worked 
with him; those in the Department of 
Lands and Buildings and here in 
Council. 

As Olbum and I often said, he is 
the noisiest man ever in Council. But 
he was here and had the courage of 
his convictions. He voted according 
to what he thought was to the best 
interest of the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Homei’, it has been both a pleasure 
and a joy to have worked with you. 
Lots of times we disagreed, but when¬ 
ever the going was tough and we had 
to go in and talk with the Mayor- 
which was a little tougher than it is 
here- we went in and fought it out. 
These discussions usually had some¬ 
thing to do with the sale of land of the 
three taxing bodies. I always found 
you to be a man of honor, integrity 
and courage, and one who would 
stand up for the things he believed 
right.

(b) Every producer conducting a 
temporary place of amusement, or 
itinerant form of amusement, shall 
file a report with the Treasurer, or 
any duly authorized agent of his, 
promptly after each performance. 

All reports required under this sec¬ 
tion shall show such information as 
the Treasurer shall prescribe. 

Every producer, at the time of 
making every report required by this 
section, shall compute and pay to the 
Treasurer the taxes collected by him 
and due to the City of Pittsburgh for 
the period for which the report is 
made.

of personal property. In order to elimi¬ 
nate the duplication which would re¬ 
sult from the filing of a separate 
return for the City and a separate 
return for the County, the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby adopts the return 
filed with the Allegheny County Board 
of Property Assessment, Appeals and 
Review, in compliance with the Act 
of June 17, 1913, P. L. 507, as a- 
mended, as a return for the City of 
Pittsburgh in compliance with the 
requirements of this ordinance, for the 
payment of a personal property tax 
by all persons subject thereto. 

The assessments of personal prop¬ 
erty of residents of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, made by the County officials 
administering and collecting the 
County personal property tax, shall 
be used to determine the amount of 
tax due to the City of Pittsburgh 
under this ordinance. The assessments 
so made shall have the same force and 
effect as if the assessments had been 
made initially by the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and are hereby adopted for 
City tax purposes. 

The term ^^assessments’’ as used 
herein shall mean the aggregate 
amounts as obtained, adopted and 
used by the County officials adminis¬ 
tering the County personal property 
tax after all petitions for reassess¬ 
ment and appeals provided by law 
have been finally determined. 

The Mayor and the City Treasurer 
are hereby authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the proper County 
officials for reimbursement or pay¬ 
ment to the County of the expenses 
incurred in the furnishing to the City 
by the County Board of Property 
Assessment, Appeals and Review of 
the names and addresses of taxables 
within the City, the assessments made 
of their personal property subject to 
the tax and such other information as 
may be agreed upon. Such payments 
shall be made from funds appropriated 
by City Council. 

Any assessment of a tax on personal

AN ORDINANCE Imposing a tax 
for general revenue purposes on 
the transfer of real property situate 
Muthin the City of Pittsburgh during 
the period beginning January 1, 1962, 
and ending DecemW 31, 1962; pre¬ 
scribing and regulating the method of 
evidencing the payment of such tax;

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, under the Authority of the Act 
of June 25, 1947, P. L. 1145 and its 
amendments, hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. Definitions. The fol¬ 
lowing words when used in this ordi¬ 
nance shall have the meanings ascrib¬ 
ed to them in this section, except 
where the context clearly indicates 
or requires a different meaning: 

Association: A partnership, limit¬ 
ed partnership, joint venture or any 
other form of unincorporated enter¬ 
prise owned or conducted by two or 
more persons. 

Corporation: A corporation or a 

joint stock association organized 
under the laws of the United States, 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
or any other state, territory or foreign 
country or dependency, including but 
not limited to banking institutions. 

Document: Any deed, articles of 

merger or consolidation, instrument or 
writing whereby any lands, tenements 
or hereditaments, situate within the 
City of Pittsburgh, or any interest 
therein, shall be granted, bargained, 
sold or otherwise conveyed to a 
grantee, purchaser or any other 
person.

Value; In the case of any docu¬ 
ment granting, bargaining, selling or 
otherwise conveying any land, tene¬ 
ment^ or hereditament, or interest 
therein, the amount of the actual con¬ 
sideration therefor, including liens or 
other encumbrances thereon and 
ground rents, or a commensurate part 
of the liens or other encumbrances 
thereon and ground rents where such 
liens or other encumbrances and 
ground rents also encumber or are 
charged against other lands, tene¬ 
ments or hereditaments.

Purchases made by the 
Director of the Department of Sup¬ 
plies to go into stores shall be paid 
from the fund provided for such 
pui^poses, and when as directed by the 
City Controller; said fund shall be 
reimbursed from other appropriations 
to the extent of deliveries made from 
stores. 

Section 4. Council may, by reso¬ 
lution of the Finance Committee from 
time to time, restrict expenditures 
from the appropriations made hereby, 
both as to amounts of expenditures 
and the periods within which such 
expenditures may be made, and also, 
by resolution of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee at any time cancel in whole 
or in part any unencumbered balance 
of any said appropriations. 

Section 5. For purposes of administr¬ 
ation and accounting control, the 
code numbers indicated herein shall 
be considered as part of the appropria¬ 
tion titles.

It shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent to enforce 
this ordinance. He shall, on his 
own initiative or on complaint, 
proceed to the remedy of viola¬ 
tions. The provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance shall supersede any permit 
or business license in conflict here- 
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with, and in issuing permits, all 
departments, officers and employ¬ 
ees of the City of Pittsburgh shall 
take cognizance of the provisions 
of this ordinance. 

Any permit issued by the Superin¬ 
tendent under the terms of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be revocable should any 
of the conditions under which it is 
issued not be complied with. 

In the event of failure to comply with 
an order issued pursuant to any sec¬ 
tion of this ordinance, the Superinten¬ 
dent, or any City employee delegated 
by the Superintendent to act for him, 
may institute appropriate actions or 
proceedings at law or in equity to 
restrain, correct or abate the violation 
of the order, or he may cause the 
order to be carried out at the expense 
of the City. The City may recover the 
amount of expense by action of as¬ 
sumpsit, or, where appropriate, in the 
manner provided by law for the col¬ 
lection of municipal claims under the 
Act of May 16, 1923, P. L. 207, or any 
amendments or reenactments thereof. 
The unauthorized removal of any 
notice posted in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
constitute a violation thereof. Failure 
to comply with an order of the Board 
to appear as a witness and testify 
in a proceeding before the Board 


shall constitute a violation of this 
ordinance. 

Any person, firm association or corp¬ 
oration violating any provision of this 
ordinance shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine not to exceed the 
sum of Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00) for each offense, recoverable 
with costs, and in default of payment 
of the fine and costs, shall be subject 
to imprisonment in the County jail 
or workhouse for a period not exceed¬ 
ing thirty (30) days. Each day that 
a violation is continued shall consti¬ 
tute a separate offense. In the case 
of firms or associations, the penalty 
may be imposed upon the partners 
or members thereof, and in the case 
of corporations, upon the officers 
thereof. 

Section II. This ordinance will be 
effective January 1, 1962.

During his military service in 
Alaska, he reorganized the Army 
mail distribution system so success¬ 
fully that the War Department 
adopted his plan. 

Mr. Smith made a career of the 
postal service.

During his tenure he supervised 5700 
employees, was responsible for the 
delivery of millions of letters and 
packages and billions of dollars in 
receipts.
